5TH REGIMENT, PUNJAB CAVALRY. 


1849. | 


The 5th Regiment, Punjab Cavalry, was raised at Mooltan 
by Captain R. Fitzgerald, 12th Bombay Native Infantry, G. O. G. 
G. No. 754, dated Simla, May 18th, 1849. 


On the 10th November the corps marched from Mooltan 
for Dera Ismail Khan, where it arrived on the 30th November. . 


1851. 


On the 1st February 1851 the regiment was reviewed at 
Dera Ismail Khan by Brigadier J. S. Hodgson, Commanding 
Punjab Irregular Force, when the Brigadier expressed himself 
‘** much pleased with the precision and regularity of the move- 
‘‘ments on parade and with the appearance of the horses as 
** displayed in their good coats and clean legs, and that he would 
‘* forward to Government a complimentary report on the state of 
‘* the corps.” 


First Outpost—On the 1st of March a squadron under 
the command of Lieutenant and 2nd-in-command H. Bruce, 
marched with a force te Draban, which was threatened by the 
Sheoranees. Onthe detachment returning to cantonments, a troop 
of the regiment was left at Draban. This was the first outpost 
on the Dera Ismail Khan frontier. 


On the 26th July the Draban outpost, consisting of 25 
sabres under Jemadar Cazee Goolam May-ool-deen, turned out. 
On hearing that certain hillmen were in the plains, Duffadar 
Emam Khan, No. 6 troop, and Sowar Roopur Singh, No. 6 troop, 
coming up with the Sheoranees at the Durrie Pass, Kuttul Khan, a 
noted Chief, two of his sons and a nephew, were slain. Duffadar 
Emam Khan received a pair of shawls from Government, valued 
at Rs. 200, Sowar Roopur Singh being promoted to Duffadar. 


BRIGADE CIRCULAR No. 12. 
Dera Ismait Kwan. 
Dated 23rd September 1851. 


Sowar Roopur Singh, of the 5th Regiment, Punjab Cavalry, - 
having distinguished himself in an affair with a party of the Sheo- 
ranee tribe, in which a Chief of note by name of Kuttul Khan 
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and two of his sons were slain, has, at the special recommendation 
of the Most Noble the Governor-General, been promoted by his 
Commanding Officer to the rank of Duffadar. 


The Brigadier Commanding the Punjab Irregular Force 
directs that the above notice be read and explained to every regi- 
ment of theforce at three several parades, with an interval of a week 
between each, and further that it be pointed out to the men as an 
incentive to good conduct, that acts of gallantry, however humble 
the rank of the individual performing them, will invariably obtain 
the favorable notice of Government.

On the night of the 21st October the Zaffer-Khan-ke-Kote 
outpost, consisting of 17 sabres, was attacked by the Wazeerees, 
some 300 in number, but they were driven off by the detachment. 

The outpost having 3 sowars, 2 syces, 6 horses killed; 5 
sowars, 2 syces wounded. 

Sowar Dullel Sing and Munnay Khan (both wounded) were 
prumoted to Duffadars for good conduct on this occasion. 

Sowars Jowalla Sing and Tamul Ally (both wounded) being 
promoted to Lance Duffadars. 

The detachment was commanded by Duffadar Ashruff 
Hoossein. 


Extract para. 1 of a letter No. 3773, dated 4th December 1851, from Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India with the Governor-General, to the Board of Administration for the Affairs 
of the Punjab. 


1.—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
Deputy Secretary’s two letters, No. 1227 and 1228, both dated 24th 
ultimo, with their enclosures, relating to the recent attack on 
Zaffur-Khan-ke-Kote, and in reply am directed to make the follow- 
ing observations : — 

The Governor-General requests that your Board will express 
to Brigadier Hodgson His Lordship’s satisfaction with, and his 
applause, of the conduct of the men of the Sth Regiment, Punjab 
Cavalry, and desires that the approbation of the Governor-General 
be communicated to them. 
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During the greater portion of the cold weather the head- 
quarters of the corps were on the frontier on account of the 
construction of the outposts. 

On the 20th December a large body of the Sheoranees entered 
the plains and were driven back by a detachment under Captain 
Fitzgerald ; the headquarters and about 100 sabres of the regi- 
ment being present—1 Duffadar killed. 

Ressaldar Muhammad Shah (who had been detached with a 
party on the report of the enemy having come out) was mentioned 
favorably to the Brigadier. 

Sowars Khoda Bux and Muhammad Khan were promoted on 
this occasion. 


Copy of a letter No. 2525, from the Deputy Secretary to the Board of Administration, to 
Brigadier Commanding Punjab Irregular Force, dated Lahore, 15th December 1851. 


In reply to your letter No. 478 of the 8th instant, I am

— the Sheoranees on the 7th instant near the 
Draban outpost, and to beg that he will express to his men the 
Board’s approval of their conduct on that occasion.

1852. : 

On the 1st January a party of the Sheoranees having entered 
the plains were driven back in front of Draban by Naib-Ressaldar 
Jaffir Ally, in command of 25 sabres, 


In February Duffadar Runchun Singh, No. 5 troop, with 4 
sowars being detached from the Draban outpost with the grass- 
cutters found the people of the village of Lulloo-ka-kote turning 
out, as camels had been carried off by the Sheoranees. Placing the 
grasscutters in the village, he proceeded with his men in pursuit, 
and recovered the camels at the mouth of the Zam Pass. 

On the 15th March the regiment was reviewed by Sir H. M. 
Lawrence, K.c.B., President of the Board of Administration, who 
directed it to be made known to the regiment that its “appearance 
and movements on parade had given every satisfaction.” 

A large body of the Sheoranee tribe entering the plains by 
the Zam Pass were driven back on the 30th March, 9 men being 
said to be wounded. 
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Naib-Ressaldar Jaffer Ally in command of 30 sabres. 


On the night of the 5th April sudden orders were received 
for the march of the regiment, under Ensign and Adjutant W. H. 
Paget, to Vehowah, some 75 miles, with a detachment under 
Captain F. F. Bruce, Commandant, Sind Camel Corps, where 
the corps arrived the following afternoon. 


1853. 


On the 10th March some 400 of the Sheoranee tribe having 
entered the plains were driven back by the Draban outpost 
under. command of Naib-Ressaldar Goolab Sing near the Zam 
pass, leaving one dead body on the ground and having 11 wounded. 
25 sabres of the corps present on this occasion—2 horses wounded. 
Extract froma letter No. 116, dated 28th March 1853, from Offg. Secretary to Government, to 

the address of the Chief Commissioner, Punjab, acknowledging the receipt of a despatch, 


reporting an affair on the 10th instant, near Draban, between the Garrison of that outpost 
and a large party of Sheoranees. 


In reply, Iam directed to express the approbation of His Lord- 
ship in Council at the good conduct of the troops, on this occasion. 


On the 15th March 75 sabres of the corps under Ressaidar 
Futtyah Khan were present with a detachment under Captain F. 
F. Bruce, Commandant, Sind Camel Corps, in an attack upon a 

arty of the Sheoranee tribe in the Zam Pass, when the enemy were 
totally defeated ; 14 dead bodies remaining in our hands—1 sowar, 
3 horses killed ; 6 sowars, 2 horses wounded. 


Extract from a letter No. 305, dated 7th April 1853, from the Adjutant-General of the Army, 
to the Officer Commanding Peshawar Division, acknowledging the receipt of a report 
of attack on the Sheoranee tribe in the Tain Pass by detachments of the 5th Punjab 
Cavalry and Sind Camel Corps under Captain F. F. Bruce, 5th March 1853. 


‘In reply, [ am directed by the Commander-in-Chief to con- 
‘‘ vey to you, for communication to those concerned, the expression 
‘of His Excellency’s approval of the manner in which the whole 
‘‘ affair has. been conducted, and of the gallantry of the troops 
‘engaged on the occasion adverted to.”

A detachment of 200 sabres, under the command of Lieuten- 
ant H. Bruce, 2nd-in-command, officiating commandant, entered 
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the Sheoranee hills with the Field Force under Brigadier J. S., 
Hodgson, Commanding Punjab Irregulars, on the Ist April. 


The Wazeerees, to the number of about 150, having entered the 
Tak valley to plunder, were met on their return by 17 sabres under 
Ressaidar Buctour Sing from the outpost of Dubbrah, though 
the ground was very unfavorable for cavalry. The Wazeerees 
were completely defeated, leaving 4 dead bodies in our hands, and 
having, it was said, 12 wounded—3 horses wounded. 


September 9th.—Paloo Sing, sowar, was promoted to Duffadar, 
and Sowars Sowdagur Sing, Alla Bux and Jewan Sing to Lance 
Duffadars, for good conduct on this occasion. 


Information having been received on the27th October that 
some Wazeerees from the hills were carrying off cattle near 
Sooltan-ke-kote, “20O sabres from the outpost under Jemadar — 
Muttooh Hoosein pursued and came up with them ; they were 8 in 
number ; 4 being killed, the other 4 surrendering themselves pri- 
soners—1 horse wounded, 


On the 3rd November the right wing and headquarters 
under command of Lieutenant H. Bruce marched from Dera 
Ismail Khan to Asnee, where it arrived on the 24th, relieving the 
headquarters and a wing of the 3rd Punjab Cavalry and 
garrisoning the different outposts in the Asnee district. 


On the 27th November the Drigree outpost, consisting of 20 
sabres under Naib-Ressaldar Shahadut Khan, followed up a party 
of Lishuree robbers into the hills, making one prisoner. 


On the 18th December Duffadar Khoda Bux, No. 3 troop, 
with 7 sowars, followed up 3 plunderers from near Asnee. After a 
long pursuit carried on at great speed for five miles they overtook 
them, killing one and wounding one, and brought in the arms and 
two mares. 


1854. 


On the 19th of August a herd of cattle was recovered from a 
party of plunderers by the Drigree outpost, the hillmen escaping. 


On the night of the 24th of August the patrols from Harrand 
to Drigree coming across tracks of five men and a flock of goats 
going off to the hills followed up ; took 1 prisoner and brought in 
the goats. 


On the 8th August parties from Asnee and the post went out 
in pursuit of Lesharees carrying off camels from near Asnee. Duf- 
fadar Khan Mohamed Khan, with 10 sowars, followed the tracks 
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into the Chackur Pass ; recaptured all the camels, killed one robber, 
wounded one, and brought in 2 prisoners, 1 mare, arms, &c.—an 
excellent pursuit. 


The robber was killed by Sowar (Bagheer) Bahadoor Singh, 
No. 1 troop.

On the 13th September intelligence having reached Drigree 
of a large herd of cattle being carried off, parties were sent off 
to the different Passes ; that under Kote Duffadar Khan Mahomad 
Khan, consisting of 10 sowars, found the robbers (some 20 in number) 
had taken up a position on an isolated hill near the Borie Pass. 
Having guarded the base of the hill to prevent the escape of the 
robbers with the cattle, he sent back to the outpost for assistance. 
On the arrival of the remainder of the cavalry under Naib-Res- 
saldar Goolab Singandthe detachment of the Soorruj Mookie Police 
Battalion, half the Cavalry (dismounted) and the Infantry ascend- 
ed the hill and recaptured the cattle, the enemy retreating, having 
1 man wounded—1 horse, 5th Punjab Cavalry, wounded.

At the beginning of the month of August the “ Surra”’ 
disease broke out amongst the horses of the regiment, the corps 
losing from this disease 179 horses between the lst August and 
31st December. 


1885. 


On the 23rd May the Drigree outpost, under command of 
Russaidar Futtyah Khan, started in pursuit of some robbers who 
had come out of the Bigaree Pass. After a very long march at an 
accelerated pace the detachment pulled up, the pursuit being con- 
tinued by the two Beluch sowars who came up with and slew ‘ Gool- 
shere,” a noted robber. Sowar Meer Khan, Goorchanes, slightly 
wounded ; Sowar Hoorun Khan killing “ Goolshere.”

After a march, at an accelerated pace of 45 miles, the 
cattle were recovered inside the hills, as well as six mares, carried 
off from herdsmen : it being night the robbers escaping.

On the 8th November a patrol from the Drigree Post, under 
Sowar Meeah Singh, 4th troop, recovered a camel from a party of 
hillmen who fled among the hills on their approach.

The plunderers, said to have been four in num- 
ber, escaped among the hills on the approach of the detachment. 


On the 19th December 1855 a detachment under Cazee 
Goolam Mohydeen pursued and overtook a party of hillmen, 12 
in number ; the marauders ascending the hills, a short skirmish 
ensued, but they were soon driven off, the detachment returning 
with the camel which had been lifted by the 12 robbers.

Officiating Chief Commissioner considers the conduct of Jemadar 
Cazee Goolam Mohydeen to be deserving of praise, and he requests 
that his sentiments may be made known to the Jemadar.

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On the Ist February 1856 adetachment under Jemadar Cazee 
Goolam Mohydeen followed up and recaptured from a party of hill- 
men, some 8 in number, 2 camels carried off by them, the hillmen 


escaping on the approach of the Cavalry. 


On the Sth May 1856 a party under Duffadar Wallee 
Mahomed, 3rd troop, accompanied by a detachment of the Moun- 
ted Police, succeeded, after a very hot pursuit, in recapturing 
2 camels carried off by the hillmen. The distance travelled on 
this occasion was very great and the heat most intense. Three 
horses dropping down dead in the pursuit, one dying on the way 
back. 


On the 15th August 1856 a detachment under Duffadar 
Abdoolla Khan, 6th troop, went in pursuit of some hillmen who 
had lifted 2 mares. Night coming on the Duffadar returned with 
his detachment, allowing the pursuit to be continued by Beluch 
sowars, named Howrum Khan, Meer Khan and Nowhuc Khan, who 
recaptured and brought back the stolen mares. 


On the 16th August a detachment under Naib-Ressaldar 
Mutloob Hossein went in pursuit of a party of hillmen, recap- 
turing 4 cows lifted by them, the robbers escaping among the 
hills on the approach of the Cavalry. 


On the 19th August 1856 adetachment under Kote Duffadar 
Sahadutt Khan, 6th troop, after a hot pursuit overtook and recap- 
tured from a party of hillmen a large herd of cattle. The hill- 
men after exchanging a few shots with the detachment retreated 
amongst the hills. 


On the 25th August 1856 a detachment under Naib-Ressal-. 
dar Mutloob Hossein, after avery hot pursuit, recaptured fifteen 
head of cattle lifted by the hillmen. 


On the 2nd April 1856 a detachment from the Drigree 
outpost under Réssaldar Muthra Dass made a march of some 60 
miles in pursuit of robbers without success. 2 horses died from 
fatigue. Kote Duffadar Yar Mahomed Khan strayed from the 
detachment and was cut up. 

from a Memo. by Brigadier N. B. CHAMBERLAIN, Commanding Punjab Irregular Force 


on a letter No. 42, dated 24th August 1856, from Lieutenant Paerr, Commanding the 
5th Punjab Cavalry, to the address of the Staff Officer. 


In forwarding this letter and the accompanying bills for 
compensation for a horse of the 5th Punjab Cavalry killed 
on extraordinary duty, I beg to draw the Chief Commissioner’s 
attention to the serious injury inflicted on the State by the 
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reckless manner in which the cattle of the Dera Ghazi Khan 
district are permitted to be grazed or to stray at the foot of the 
hills. The Drigree and Hurrand detachments are constantly 
called upon to recover cattle, and their very success seems to make 
the owners or herdmen the more indifferent. 


The Lisharee sowars alluded to in the 3rd para. of Lieutenant 
Paget's letter are most excellent servants, and are now as bold and 
successful in recapturing cattle as they used to be formerly in 
plundering them. I beg to recommend that the Chief Commis- 
sioner be pleased to sanction the sum of Rs. 100 being divided 
amongst them in the manner Lieutenant Paget may think best.. 


1857. 


On the 15th February 1857 the left wing of the reyi- 
ment, under the command of Lieutenant G. A. P. Young- 
husband, marched from Asnee in course of relief towards Bannu. 
The wing was halted in the Dera Ghazi Khan district, and was 
employed on the frontier line, whilst the expedition under Brigadier 
N. B. Chamberlain, c.B., was in the Bozdar country. 


On the Ist April the headquarters and right wing under 
Lieutenant W. Paget marched towards Bannu in course of relief, 
arriving there on the 31st April. 


May 1857.—On the occurrence of the mutinies the corps came 
forward and volunteered for service anywhere in the coun- 
tryor beyond the seas. The following replies were received :—

The Chief Commissioner is very much gratified at this 
mark of devotion on the part of the 5th Punjab Cavalry, and it 
will afford him great pleasure in making the same known to the 
Governor-General in Council, who will be glad to receive this 
proof of zeal and fidelity. 


3. Iam further desired to request you will publish to the 
regiment the accompanying parwana which bears Sir John 
Lawrence’s signature, and at the same time convey to the native 
officers and men Sir John Lawrence’s sentiments expressed in the 
foregoing paragraph.

On the 26th May 1857 a squadron under the command of 
Lieutenant G. A. P. Younghusband marched to Lahore, arriving 
there on the 13th day. 


The squadron formed a part of the moveable column under 
Brigadier-General Chamberlain, c. B. 


Alipore, 3rd July 1857.—It proceeded to Delhi. At Alipore 
was attacked and had to retire, losing baggage. Two men killed, 
(Sowars Zoolficar Ally and Meeah Sing) ; 5 horses killed, and 
Duffadar Roopur Sing and Sowar Goolab Misser wounded. 


14th September 1857.—Assault of Delhi. —It served throughout 
the siege, and was in support of guns with the 9th Lancers at the 
assault. Wounded, Jemadar Khooshial Sing severely, Sowars 
Mungul Sing, Mobarruck Khan, Buddawah Khan; 4 horses 
wounded and one killed. 


Boolundshahar, September 1857,—The squadron then accom- 
panied the pursuing column under Colonel Greathed. Was present 
at the action of Boolundshahar. Duffadar lbrahim Shah killed ; 
wounded, Duffadar Baz Khan, Sowars Kishen Sing, Kan 
Sing, Dowlut Khan, Ram Sing and Peer Khan; 4 horses killed 
and 4 wounded. 


Allyghur, September 1857.—Action of Allyghur. Killed, 
Sowar Dabee Sing; 1 horse wounded. 


Agra, October 1857.—Battle of Agra.—Sowar Nowrung Khan 
killed; wounded, Duffadar Khazan Sing and Sowars Newaz Khan, 
Phuggah Sing, Dewah Sing and Meeah Sing ;_ killed, 2 horses and 
3 wounded. : 

The squadron then proceeded to Cawnpore and advanced 
with the army of His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief for the 
relief of Lucknow, 1857. 


Secunder Bagh.—In this engagement Sowar Bella Sing killed ; 
2 horses killed and 2 wounded. - —S_ 
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Cawnpore, 6th December 1857.—Battle of Cawnpore.—Duffadar 
Gyan Sing and Sowar Punjab Sing killed ; 2 horses killed. 


Serat Ghaut.—1 horse killed. 

Khoda Gunge.—Action of Khoda Gunge.—Lieutenant Young- 
husband was mortally wounded, dying on the fourth day, 6th 
Januery 1858; Sowar Dowlut Khan wounded. 

Futtehpore.— Wounded 4 horses. 


1858. 

Capture of Lucknow, March 1855.—The squadron returned 
with His Excellency to Lucknow, and was present at the capture. 
Killed 3 horses and 1 wounded. 

On the 10th March 1858, on a patrol, Captain Sanford was 
killed, who had been appointed to the command of the squadron, 
vice Lieutenant Younghusband died of wounds ; 1 horse wounded. 

Bareilly, March 1858.—The squadron then accompanied the 
army ; was present at the taking of Bareilly. 

The squadron then marched to rejoin headquarters ; was 
detained at Lahore, and rejoined on the 14th December 1858. 

The above is only a short outline of the services of the squad- 
ron. The General Orders and despatches contain the full par- 
ticulars. Two native officers were rewarded with the Order of 
British India, 7 non-commissioned officers and men receiving 
the Order of Merit. 

Killed—2 European officers, 9 non-commissioned officers and 
sowars, and 9 horses. 

Wounded—18 non-commissioned officers and sowars and 20 
horses. 

Died of disease—10 non-commissioned officers and men. 


1857. 

Dera Ismail Khan.—On the 6th September 1857 the head- 
quarters marched from Bannu and arrived at Dera Ismail Khan 
on the 12th, relieving the outposts of the 4th Punjab Cavalry on 
the frontier. 

On the 21st October 1857 the headquarters marched to the 
frontier as a portion of a moveable column to watch the hill 
tribes, returning to Dera Ismail Khan on the 28rd April 1858. 
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On the 22nd July 1858 an emeute occurred in the 10th Pun- 
jab Infantry ; the conduct of the corps was considered most satis- 
factory throughout, being absolved from all participation, and 
the corps was highly commended by Brigadier-General N. B. 
Chamberlain, c. B. 


1860. 


In March 1860 the strength of theregiment was reduced to 
70 sowars per troop. 


Action in front of Tak, 13th March 1860.—On the 12th March 
1860, Ressaidar Sahadutt Khan, who was commanding a troop on 
detached duty at Tak, received intelligence that a very large body 
of Mahsud Wazeerees had assembled in the hills to the front 
intending a raid into the plains. He immediately despatched 
express to Dera Ismail Khan for reinforcements and orders to all 
the outposts on the Dera Ismail Khan frontier (held by the 
Sth Punjab Cavlry) to join him at once, which they did during the 
— of the 12th, making the total strength of the party up to 158 
sabres. 


On the morning of the 18th, word was brought that the 
Wazeerees had entered the plains and were advancing on Tak. 
Ressaldar Ukwak Sing (who joined with the Dubbra outpost) and 
Ressaidar Sahadutt Khan therefore proceeded to the front ; coming 
up with the enemy a mile from the hills, but finding they num- 
bered from three to four thousand and that the ground was un- 
favorable, by the advice of Ressaidar Sahadutt Khan the detach- 
rent was slowly retired, the Wazeerees following up with shouts 
of victory. 


On arriving at a deep nullah, which it was desirable to 
begs the enemy from occupying, and having decoyed them 
alf a mile further from the hills, the detachment was fronted and 
ordered to charge. Ina short time they had killed above 160, the 
number of wounded being very great. The Wazeerees were 
driven back into the hills, leaving six Chiefs among the dead, among 
whom were Jungee Khan, his son and nephew. 


Thirty sowars composed of Police Militia and men belonging 
to Nawab Shah Newaz Khan accompanied the force and behaved 
well. 
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The loss on our side was 1 Jemadar cf Police killed, 2 Duffa- 
dars and eleven sowars, 5th Punjab Cavalry wounded; 9 horses 
killed and 30 wounded. : 


The express for reinforcements sent by a police sowar did not. 
reached Dera Ismail Khan until 11 a. m. of the 13th ; and although 
a squadron under Lieutenant Gillespie reached Tak in less than 
12 hours, they were too late to share in the action. 


For this affair the Right Hon’ble the Governor-General was 
pleased to confer a Sword of Honor, in addition to the 2nd Class 
Order of British India, on Ressaidar Sahadutt Khan, and the 3rd 
Class Order of Merit for conspicuous gallantry on— 


Ressaldar Ukwak Singh, 
Duffadar Sullaim Singh, 
Do. Wullee Mahomed, 
Sowar Heera Singh, 
Do. Shadill Khan, 
Do. Jhunda Singh. 


Bannu.—On the 28rd of March 1860 the headquarters 
marched from Dera Ismail Khan and arrived at Bannu on the 
28th, relieving a wing of the 2nd Punjab Cavalry. 


Throughout 1860 the regiment furnished detachments of 111 
sabres to hold the outposts of Noora and Haweyd, keeping up the 
blockade of the Wazeerees; and in October was ordered to 
detach 60 sabres to the Amak Kheyl outpost to hold that post in 
the Dera Ismail Khan district. 


During the whole of the cold season a detachment of 100 
sabres under an English officer was also employed with the camp 
of the Surveyor, Derajat, so that at times there were hardly men 
sufficient for the reliefs of the cantonment guards. 


1861. 


In December the regiment was reviewed by His Honor the 


Lieutenant-Governor, who expressed his approbation at its appear- 
ance, &c. 


In March the corps was inspected by the Brigadier-General 
Commanding the force. 


In November the outpost of Haweyd was withdrawn, and 
the Noora outpost advanced to Janee Khey]. 
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1862. 


The following return, compiled up to the lst January 1862, 
will show the numerous detached duties that have been taken by 
the regiment since 1850. 


This return has been prepared from the number of sabres 
and horses absent from headquarters from any cause (furlough 
included) on the 1st of every month.

On the 7th rehiraary 1862 the sepiment was inspected in 
Brigade by His Excellency Sir Hugh Rose, ¢. c. 8., Commander- 
in-Chief in India, when His Excellency expressed his approba- 
tion of the appearance and movements of the troops. 


In the afternoon of the same day His Excellency presented 
to Ressaldar Bahadoor Sahadutt Khan the Sword of Honor grant- 
ed him by Government for the affair at Tak, expressing his satis- 
faction at the skill and judgment displayed by Sabadutt Khan, as 
well as of the good conduct of all on that occasion. 


The regiment had to furnish horses and escorts for the con- 
veyance of ‘His Excellency Sir Hugh Rose and Staff from the 
Luttummer outpost to the Bhain Pass, and on the Commandant 
Captain Paget quitting His Excellency, he was pleased to express 
his entire satisfaction with all the arrangements that had been 
made for him. 


The following letter was published to the Punjab nee 
Force a short time afterwards :— 
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No. 7645. 


UMBALLA, 26th March 1862. 
SIR, 


The Commander-in Chief desires me to say that in the sense 
of a previous private letter to His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
ofthe Punjab, he now ventures to request Sir R. Montgomery 
to have the goodness toconvey to Brigadier-General Chamberlain, 
c. B., and officers of the Punjab Irregular Force, his most sincere 
thanks for the singular kindness and hospitality which he and 
the officers of his Staff experienced at their hands during his visit 
to the Trans-Indus Frontier. 


Nothing could be more perfect than the arrangements which 
were made, and nothing could exceed the kindly feelings which 
displayed itself in every single arrangement made with so 
much care and trouble to ensure his rapid and most agreeable 
journey from station to station. 


His Excellency begs me to add that he was very much 
pleased with the state and appearance of the fine force under 
Brigadier-General Chamberlain, c. 8., particularly with its British 
officers; and Sir H. Rose hopes he may be allowed to say that the 
defence of the frontier could not be in better hands than those of 
Brigadier-General Chamberlain, who possesses ina singular degree 
all the qualifications which are necessary for that peculiar and 
difficult position. 

The Commander-in-Chief begs me to add that whilst return- 
ing thanks for his most kind reception in the Punjab, he certainly 
ought not to forget how much he owes in that respect to Sir R. 
Montgomery and the Civil officers under him, who, imitating his 
example, vied with each other without a single exception in acts 
of kindness and hospitality.

Arrival at Kohat.—On the 22nd November the headquarters 
marched from Bannu to Kohat in course of relief, arriving at 
Kohat on the 28th November 1862, and leaving a troop for duty 
in the Bannu district. This troop rejoined headquarters on the 
9th January 1863.

Camel Sowar Goolab Sing.—On the 23rd July Camel Trooper 
Goolab Sing was attacked in the Kohat Pass by robbers when 
escorting officers’ baggage, and for his courage and good conduct 
on the occasion he received a reward of Rs 50 from the Local 
Government. 

Hazara Detachment.—On the 21st August a detachment of 
100 sabres under Captain Millet proceeded into the Hazara 
district on account of disturbances in the Jadoon country, and 
was employed there until the close of the Umbeyla campaign.

On the the regiment was inspected by Briga- 
dier-General A. Wilde, c.8., who thus recorded his opinion of 
the state of the corps :— 


‘The appearance of the 5th Punjab Cavalry as regards the 
clothing and equipments of both men and horses as well as the 
condition of the horses was most satisfactory; and while much 
attention has evidently been paid by you to the smallest trifle, 
the Brigadier-General believes your system has been carried out 
without sacrificing either the good will or comfort of the native 
ranks ; he feels sure that you are fully alive to the necessity of 
keeping the men’s hearts in the service, and this can, as you 
know, only be effected by great tact, judgment and temper, 
as a Commandant of an Irregular Cavalry Corps has the difficult 
task of reconciling the profits of his men to the state of efficiency 
and perfection of his regiment. From all the Brigadier-General 
saw of the Sth Punjab Cavalry during his late inspection, he 
considers that the men are as contented and make as much, if 
not more, money in your regiment as in any corps of the Punjab 
Irregular Force. The drill and military exercise of the regiment 
is all that can be required of a description of Cavalry, the great 
merit of which will always depend on its capability to act as 
light and irregular horsemen.” 


On the 10th December 1865 the regiment marched from 
Kohat in course of relief for Rajanpur, forming a portion of the 
escort with the camp of the Lieutenant-Governor, who was pleased 
to express his satisfaction at the way in which the duties had been 
conducted. 


Rajanpur.—The regiment marched into Rajanpur on the 
24th January 1866, relieving the 2nd Punjab Cavalry.

2. The distinctions, the proudest and most valuable a native 
soldier can obtain, have been conferred by the Viceroy in consider- 
tion of the excellent conduct of Jemadar Imam Khan and a de- 
tachment of the 5th Punjab Cavalry under his command in the 
repulse of a large body of marauders who entered British territory 
for plunder, in front of the Hurrund outpost, on the 26th January 
1867. 


3. The detachment, numbering only 26 sabres, but ably 
supported by the Goorchanis and Loond tribes in force, boldly 
attacked an enemy some 1,000 strong, and with such success that 
upwards of 150 were left dead on the field, and a large number 
taken prisoners ; among the slain was the noted freebooter Golam 
Hossein Mussooree Booghtie, who for many years past had not only 
been a disturber of the general peace of the frontier, but also a 
firebrand inflaming the predatory passions of the surrounding 
tribes.

The Brigadier-General Commanding has already conveyed 
Btaff Office No.226,dated to Major Paget his congratulations on the 
Sth February 1867. successful issue of the fight at Hurrund; it 
therefore only remains to him now to express the pleasure it has 
afforded him to communicate to Major Paget the recorded appro- 
val of the Punjab and Supreme Governments not only of the 
gallantry of the portion of his regiment actively employed, but 
of the valuable service rendered by Major Paget himself in the 
efficient arrangements he made anticipatory of an attack, and 
which doubtless contributed much to the success of the day. 


7. Nor would it be just to omit that the Committee appoint- 
ed under the operation of Military Regulations, para. 8, Section L, 
to enquire into any claims that might arise from the grant of the 
Order of Merit, while selecting some deemed more worthy of the 
coveted distinction, endorsed a minute to the effect that the great 
difficulty they had experienced was in discriminating the most 
deserving amongst a body of men who all, according to the testi- 
mony available, had behaved so conspicuously well, adding their 
belief that ‘‘every man of the detachment behaved as well as 
those they had specially selected.”

In February the Regiment was inspected by Brigadier 
General Wilde, Commanding Punjab Frontier Force, at Hur- 
rund, when the following order was issued :—

Dated Camp Hurgann, 18th February 1868. 


The camp of exercise will break up to-morrow morning under 
orders which will be communicated to the Officers Commanding the 
Dera Ghazi Khan and Rajanpur Districts. 

2. The Brigadier-General has to congratulate Lieutenant- 
Colonel Boisragon and Major Paget on the success of this experi- 
mentary camp. 

3. The Camp itself was pitched in the manner most compat 
ible to the ground ; and all the arrangements for the Camp duties, 
&c., most creditably conceived and executed. 


4, The extremely small number of Cavalry available (275 
¢ 2nd P.C. ...113 Sabres. Of all ranks*) rendered it impossible to effect 
Sth 4, 162 much display with that arm, such manoeuvres, 
however, as were performed evidenced that neither of the two 
Cavalry Corps present had deteriorated in aught from their former 
high standard of efficiency ; the advance of the Sth Punjab Caval- 
ry over the unusually difficult ground where its detachment, under 
the Command of Jemadar Emam Khan, achieved such marked 
success last year, was very good and most creditable to the 
Corps. 
Both Regiments were under arms for the greater part of the 
day and traversed some 26 miles of ground, but brought their 
horses into Camp uninjured and still fit for work, 
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&. The advance of the 2nd Sikh Infantry on the 13th over 
the hills commanding the entrance to the Kaba Pass was good, 
and the general operations of the day shewed a marked improve- 
ment in the physique aud health of the men, but Lieutenant- 
Colonel Gardiner should not relax his efforts to infuse more life 
and spirit into the Regiment. In this respect the Brigadier- 
General cannot but think it still wanting. 


6. The style and:movements-of the 4th Sikh Infantry show- 
ed it-to be a first rate light Infantry Regiment. 

7. It afforded the Brigadier-General much pleasure to make 
over to such of those who distinguished themselves in the skirmish 
before Hurrund last year and were present in camp, the decora- 
tions of the Order of Merit granted them by Government in recog- 
nition of their services on that occasion, on the very field on which 
they had earned those distinctions and in the presence of the 
Beloochees by whose side they fought on that eventful day. 


8. The Brigadier-General begs that Lieutenant-Colonel 
- Boisragon and Major Paget will accept his thanks for their cheer- 
ful aid in meeting his wishes as regards the camp, and that they 
will communicate the same to the officers and men under their 
command.

1870. 

The Regiment was inspected by Brigadier-General Hughes, 
0.B., on the 7th March 1870, but no inspection report was-re- 
ceived from him. 

The Regiment was inspected by General Keyes, c.3., on 
the 17th December 1870, when the following report was made :-— 

‘‘ The appearance of the Regiment generally is good, and it is 
in excellent order. 

The men are very clean and neat in appearance, and the 
horses strong, active animals, well adapted for Frontier service, 
are well groomed and cared for.” 

Average numberabsent fromany cause during theyear 1870; 159. 


1871. 

The. Regiment was inspected in Brigade by Brigadier-Gene- 
ral, C. P.. Keyes, 0.8., at Dera Ghazi Khan on the 13th December 
1871, who was pleased to express his great satisfaction at the 
general state of the Corps which reflected much credit on the 
Squadron and Troop Officers and others, and which would be 
duly reported to Government. 

The Brigadier-General further remarked that considering the 
fact that the Regiment had had no opportunity of working in 
Brigade, the movements had been creditably performed. 


The Brigadier-General was further pleased to express his 
approval of the-movements ordered. 


Average number absent from any cause during year 1871,.158 
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1872. 


The Regiment marched in course of relief from Dera Ghazi 
Khan on 6th January 1872. On arrival at Tank it became part of a 
covering force for the Tank Zam Post, during the time it was 
being built and arrived at Dera Ismail Khan on 14th March, 1872. 


The Regiment proceeded to the Frontier on 3rd October 
1872 for purpose of remaining on the line of outposts during the 
cold weather. 


Jemadar Kaun Singh, with the detachment under his com- 
mand at Jutta, was very successful in recovering cattle lifted from 
the Gomul valley on the 25th September 1872, and on 29th of the 
same month the detachment of the Regiment at the Ghirni out- 
post pursued a band of raiders beyond Jhundolah, recovering 
about 90 head of cattle. 


Of these acts His Honor the Lieutenant Governor of the 
Punjab was pleased to express his approbation in the following 
letter No. 2967, dated Lahore, 25th November 1872, from Cap- 
tain McLean, Officiating Secretary to Government Punjab, Mil- 
tary Department, to Brigadier General C. P. Keyes, 0.8. Com- 
manding Punjab Frontier Force :— 

‘**T am desired to acknowledge the receipt of your No, 2637, 
dated 26th October 1872, forwarding for submission to His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab, the raid report for Sep- 
tember. 

2.. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with approval the 
marked energy displayed by the outposts of this District in recover- 
ing stolen property during the month under report. * * 


8. His Honor desires that you will cause to be conveyed to 
Jemadar Kaun Singh of the 5th Punjab Cavalry, an intimation 
that the good service performed by him and his detachment in 
recovering the cattle stolen from the Gomul valley on the 25th 
September is highly commended by the Lieutenant-Governor. 


4, The success attending the joint pursuit of the marauders 
on the 29th September reflects the greatest credit on the garrisons 
of the Girni and Khirgie outposts. 


Average numberabsent fromany cause during the year1872, 328. 


1873. 

The Regiment was inspected by Brigadier-General Keyes, 
0.B., on the 16th March 1873, after which he proceeded round the 
line of outposts accompanied by the Head Quarters. 


ote 
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On the inspection the Brigadier-General recorded his opinion 
of the Corps :— 

‘*The Regiment appears to be in very good order, and its inte- 
rior economy carefully supervised and attended to. Afew files only 
were seen on parade at the Head Quarters camp of the Regiment. 


The condition of the horses both at Head Quarters and at 
the outposts was excellent, and considering the hard work they 
have had, their state is very creditable to the men.” 


On the 20th March a party of three Sabres being out with 
some of the Nawab oi Tank’s men came across 5 Shingee Kote 
Wazeeries who were skulking among the ravines between Tank 
and Tittore. Sowar (showra Khan, 3rd Troop, shot one of the 
robbers through the head and the others surrendered on this 
occurrence. His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor was pleased to 
remark in Punjab Government letter, Military Department, No. 
1266, dated 2nd June 1873 :— 

** Para. 3.—With reference to the Dera Ismail Khan report 
for March 1873, the Lieutenant-Govenor notices with satisfaction 
the conduct of the party of the Sth Punjab Cavalry on 20th 
March 1873.” | 

On the 24th March the Head Quarters returned to Dera 
Ismail Khan from the line of outposts. 


1874. 

The Regiment marched to Puniala on the 9th January 1874, 
where it formed part of a Camp-of-Exercise at that place under 
Brigadier General C. P. Keyes, c.B., by whom the following remarks 
were recorded :— 


** Lieutenant-Colonel Paget, Commandant, has been on duty 
since May last (1873), from which date the Regiment has been 
under the temporary command of Captain Williams, 2nd-in-Com- 
mand, in whose charge it was at the Inspection. 

« The conduct of the men in camp was excellent, and the state 
of the Regiment was most satisfactory. : 

‘It has had heavy outpost duty to perform during the year. 
The men, however, were clean and neatly dressed, and the horses 
in very fair condition, well groomed, and well cared for.” 


1875. 

On the 25th January a party of the Regiment from the Jutta 
outpost captured two Waziri thieves, when the horse of Sowar 
Thaba Missa, 2nd troop, was wounded. 
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On the 24th May 1875 Lieutenant. Colonel Paget proceeded 
on 2 years furlough to England. The Regiment was inspected by 
Brigadier General C. P. Keyes, o.8., Commanding Punjab Frontier 
Force, on 3rd January 1875, when he was pleased to express his 
satisfaction that the Regiment looked remarkably well, the men 
neat and well set up, and the horses in excellent condition and 
well groomed. 


On the 11th January a party of 50 sabres under Lieutenant 
J. B. Watts, proceeded from Dera Ismail Khan to Tank on escort 
duty with H. H. The Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab, and 
rejoine 1 Regiment Head Quarters on 24th January. On the 20th of 
Januar’ the Regiment marched from Tera Ismail Khan to Bannu 
in course of relief, at which station it arrived on 27th 
January. 


1876. 


Lieutenant C. F. Gambier joined the Regiment on 21st 
January from the lst Battalion 21st Fusiliers. 


On the night of the 25th February some Waziri thieves -were 
surprised in the lines of the Regiment at Edwardesabad. The 
alarm being raised, a pursuit followed, resulting im the death of 
one thief and the capture of another. 


H. H. The Lieutenant Governor remarking on the case, 
“considers that the conduct of the men of the 5th P. C. and 
especially of Lance Duffadar Moyodeen Shah, 5th Troop, in this 
affair was very satisfactory and deserving of commendation.” 


The Regiment was inspected by Brigadier General C. P. Keyes, 
0.B., on the 8th December 1875, when he was pleased to remark in 
the Inspection return, his opinion that ‘“‘ the Regiment: was in all 
respects in very satisfactory order. The men are smart looking, 
neat and clean, and the horses in very fair condition. On Brigade 
Parade the men were very steady silent and attentive.”’ 


On the 5th of October 1876, Captain W. Vousden; with 80 
Sabres, proceeded to the outposts in the Dera Ismail Khan District 
to relieve the men of the 3rd P. C. ordered to the Imperial 
Assemblage at Delhi. On the 24th November 1876, Captain F.S. 
Carr relieved Capt. Vousden of the command of the Detachment. 
On 4th December Captain Stewart proceeded on 1 year furlougn to 
England. On the 8th March 1877 the troops returned to Regi- 
mental Head Quarters from.cominand in the. Dera Ismail Khan 
District. 
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On the 29th November 1876, the Regiment was inspected at 
Edwardesabad by Brigadier General C. P. Keyes, of which the 
General is pleased to remark in his Inspection Return, dated 28th 
May 1877 :—- 


1877. 


“The Regiments turned out very smart on parade. The 
men well dressed, steady and attentive. The horses well groomed. 
The march past was particularly steady at the walk, and the 
manoeuvres generally, silently and well executed. 


‘The Lines and stables particularly clean and well kept. 


** All details appear to have been carefully supervised by 
Major Williams, and the state vf the Regiment is most satisfac- 
tory and elicited the approval of His Excellency the Commander. 
in-Thief in India when reviewed by him early in February. 


‘‘ His Excellency considers that the men looked particularly 
smart, and the horses admirably groomed, active and efficient, 
though many in His Excellency’s opinion seemed small and 
undersized.” 


On the 7th July 1877, Surgeon Major Costello was confirmed 
as Medical officer of the Regiment. 


On the 8rd November 1877, Lieutenant Colonel Paget was 
promoted to Colonel. 


By Government Gazette of the same date, No. 269, Major B. 
Williams, Officiating Commandant, is appointed Officiatins Com- 
mandant, 2nd P. C., vce Major Lance wounded, and du: ing tho 
absence of Colonel Kennedy. 

On the 24th October Jfajor F. Hammond was confirmed as 
Officiating Commandant. 

On the 7th November, Captains Vousden and Watts returning 
from privilege leave in pas::ng through Kohat were appointed on 
duty with the Jowaki Fiel Force, the former as Staff Officer to 
No. 1 column, the latter as Staff Officer to Major Williams, Com- 
manding the 2nd Column. 7 

On the 24th November Captain Carr joined the Jowaki Field 
Force on service. 

On the 22nd December 60 Sabres of the Regiment under 
Captain Carr, ae from Edwardesabad to Kohat, to 
constitute the Head Quarters of the Regiment under Majer 
Williams. 


( 32 ) 


On the 27th December Major Williams rejoined the Regiment 
from officiating Comiaand of the 2nd Punjab Cavalry and assumed 
command on Christn:as-day. The Regiment marched for Kohat 
on the same date. Major J.C. Stewart rejoined from furlough 
to Hurope. 


On the Ist January 1878 the Regiment arrived at Kohat. 


1878. | 

On the 2nd January the Regiment relieved the 2nd Punjab 
Cavalry of their outposts in the Jowaki country and on the outer 
Line of Blockade, numbering a total of 2 European officers and 
150 Sabres. 

In G.G.O. No. 48 of 18th January 1878 the following 
appointments are made— 

Major B. Williams, to be Commandant. 

Major F. Hammond, 2nd-in-Command. 

Captain F. 8. Carr, to be Squadron Commander. 

Captain W. J. Vousden to officiate as Adjutant, vice Carr. 


There being no qualified Subaltern available, Lieutenant C. F. 
Gambier to be Squadron Officer. 


The following extract from Brigade Orders dated Camp 
before Bagh, 29th December 1877, is published :— 


‘The retirement of Colonel W. H. Paget, Commanding 5th 
Punjab Cavalry, having been notified in G. G. O. No. 1106 of 
1st December 1877, the Brigadier General cannot permit this 
Officer to terminate his career with the Punja!) Frontier Force with 
which he has now been connected for 28 ycars, without placing 
on record his appreciation of his valuable services rendered during 
this period. 

“2. Colonel W. Paget first joined the Punjab Frontier Force 
as Adjutant of the Scinde Camel Corps in December 1849, and 
was transferred as Adjutant to the 5th Punjab Cavalry early in 
1851. In December 1855 he was appointed Officiating Command- 
ant of the Corps and succeeded to the permanent command in 
June 1858. | 

3, Colonel (then Ensign) Paget served as Officiating 2nd in 
Command, 5th Punjab Cavalry, in the Sherani Expedition and was 
mentioned in the despatch of Brigadier General Hodson, Command- 
ing the Field Force. 

*‘ Served throughout the Black Mountain Expedition of 1858 
as Orderly Officer to Major-General A. Wilde, c. B., and was men- 
tioned in despatches for intelligence and devotion to his duties. 
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‘* Was employed in 1873-74 in compiling a record of -expedi- 
tions against the N. W. Frontier tribes, and received the thanks. of 
the Supreme Government. 

4, “In offering to Colonel W.'H. Paget: his cordial thanks 
for the zeal and ability with which he. has always, performed his 
duties and his best wishes for his prosperity in his future career, 
the Brigadier-General feels he is only expressing the sentiments of 
his comrades in the Punjab Frontier Force, and more especially those 
of all ranks of the distinguished Regiment which.he has saiably and 
zealously commanded for 22 years.” 

Lieutenant C. Gambier acted as Orderly Officer to the Biiga- 
:dier-General on the occasion of the 2nd advance into Jowaki coun- 
try and taking of the Naru Khula. 


On the Ist February the following letter from ColonelS. 
. Black, Secretary to Government Punjab, Military Department, to 
Brigadier General Keyes; o. 8., Commanding the. Punjab Frontier 
Force, was received, dated Lahore, 22nd June 1878 :-— 

_ Sir, 

T am desired to state that the Hon’ble the Ineutenant-Governor 
has read with much pleasure your Brigade Order No. 7 of 
29th. December last, in which you notice the retirement of Colonel 
W. Paget, Commanding 5th Punjab Cavalry. 

2. .His Honor fully endorses your remarks onColonel Paget's 
services on the frontier which have extended over a period of.28 
years, and he thinks that the best thanks of this Government are 
due to him for the zealous discharge of duties as Commandant 
of the 5th Punjab Cavalry for the past 22 years and as Command. 
ing frontier Districts at various times. 

Iam to request that an expression of this opinion may be 
conveyed to Colonel W. Paget at your convenience.

On the 8th March the detachments of the 'Regiment in’ the 
Jowaki Afridi country and on the outer-line of. Bloekade were 
withdrawn, and rejoined Regimental Head Quarters. 

April.—Serge having arrived from England for new coats for 
the men, the Blouse coat. was introduced, instead .of. the-old tight 


coat. 
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May.—On the 2nd May, the Regiment was inspected by Major 
General F. S. Roberts, Commanding the Force. 


June.—On the 6th instant Captain W. Vousden was appointed

On the same date, with the sanction of the Major General Com- 
manding the Force, yarn dyed drill Blouses were taken into sum- 
mer wear and the old black and white summer clothing was 
abolished. 


Jemyat Singh, a Jemadar in the 2nd Punjab Cavalry, was 
transferred at the request of Major Williams, to the Regiment as 
a Resaidar. 


On the 7th October Captain Vousden rejoined the Regiment 
from the 38rd Punjab Cavalry. 


On the 10th October the 1st, 2nd and 6th Troops with Head 
Quarters, under Command of Major Williams, marched from Kohat 
to Thull on the Cabul Frontier. 


On above date the services of Captain F. S. Carr were 
placed at the disposal of his Excellency the Commander-in-Chief for 
employment in the Quarter-Master General’s Department. The 
following Regimental Order was published by the Commandant :— 


‘Major Williams cannot allow Captain Carr to leave the 
Regiment without placing on record his high apprecation of the 
good work performed by Captain Carr during the many years he 
has been connected with the Regiment. In all the appointments 
he has held in it, he has invariably shown the greatest zeal and 
energy, and Major Williams feels sure that all the Officers of the 
Regiment, both European and Native, will wish him every success 
in his new appointment.” 


October.—On the same date Captain Vousden was appointed 
to officiate as 8rd Squadron Commander. 

On the 13th instant the Regiment arrived at Thull. 

On the same date Surgeon Major Costello left the Regiment 
to take over charge of the Native Base Hospital. 


November.—On the 5th November Surgeon Hancock re- 
ported his arrival to take over medical charge. 
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On above date the arming of the Regiment with the new 
Snider Carbine was completed. The old muzzle-loaders were 
returned into store. 

Azeezola Khan, late Page to H. R. H. the Prince of Wales, 
joined the Corps as a Supernumary Jemadar. 

On the 15th instant Major Williams reported his departure on 
15 days leave to join the Staff of Lieutenant-General Sir Sam. 
Browne with the Peshawar Valley Field Force, and was present as 
Aide-de-Camp at the capture of Ali Musjid, and subsequent advance 
up the Khyber. 

On the 21st November a personal escort for Major-General 
Roberts, Commanding Koorum Field Force, was detailed—1 Non- 
Commissioned Officer and 8 sowars. 

On the 22nd November detached parties of the Regiment 
were established across the Koorum River at Kapiang, Ahmed-i- 
Shamoo and Hajir Pir Jullamaie and Esaor; these posts were rein- 
forced on the lst December, and on the 3rd December Major 
Williams rejoined at Thull, and on the 4th December, accompanied

14th December 1878.—Lieutenant C. F. Gambier, Adjutant, 
left Thull to join Head Quarters at Hazir Pir.

Te following report of the operations was'sent in by Major 
Wiliams, Commandant :-— 

“At 1 p.m on the 7th January 1879, Major Stewart was 
detached with a Troop to reconnoitre the. position of the. Mungals.. 
who were reported to be assembling in force at the western end of 
the valley beyond the villages of Matun. 

‘“{ accompanied: this»Officer to be able:to report to. the Major- 
General the exact state:of affairs. 

‘*"*W'e passed along between the left bank’ of the nullah and the - 
hills‘ on- our right, and having passed:the - villages ‘of: Mutun~ 
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saw parties of the enemy assembling with standards under the 
walls of the large village of Summulkheyl. Seeing there was | 
a probability of the enemy coming on, I immediately proceeded to 
report the state of affairs and bring up the remainder of the 
Regiment. 

‘On my arrival I found that Major Stewart had been endeav- 
ouring, by retiring into the open, to draw out the enemy from the 
hills on the right, to which they had crossed from the villages in 
the centre of the valley. 

** In one instance he attempted a charge, but the enemy escaped 
into the hills before he could overtake them. 


‘‘ On arrival with the rest of the Regiment I immediately took 
advantage of a low detached hill, and under the orders of Colonel 
Gough, V. 0., 0. B., we dismounted a troop and opened fire at 400 
yards, on which the enemy retired towards the high hills, keeping 
possession of one or two low hills at their base on which they 
planted their standards. 

‘‘ Leaving a few men in this position to protect our right, 
I moved the remainder round to the left and taking advantage of . 
some broken ground under fire of dismounted men, attempted to 
drive the enemy from the low hill. Aided by the fire of the 10th 
Hussars, the enemy were driven to the far side of it, but seeing 
their standards still flying there, I collected together the 4th. 
Troop and went up the hill at a gallop, and rapidly dismounting 
half the men drove the enemy with a quick fire off the hill towards 
the high range.. 

‘I beg to bring to the notice of Colonel Gough, Commanding - 
the Cavalry, the conspicuous gallantry on this occasion of Kote 
Duffadar Jhanda Sing. 

**‘ He set a gallant example to the men of his troop, and I had 
to recall him from pushing too far forward. He however, shot. 
one of the ‘standard bearers, and had: it not been secured by 
another of the enemy, would have captured it. 

** As the enemy were now retreating towards the higher range, 
and our artillery and infantry coming up on our right, I received 
orders from Colonel Gough to retire into the plains below. 

‘‘T did.so, and formed up witha Squadron Xth Hussars, and sube . 
sequently retired by alternate Squadrons unmolested towards Camp.”

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Major General Roberts complimented Major Stewart on the 
gallant manner the troop under his command behaved in the charge 
against a greatly superior number of the enemy on this date. 


On the 8th instant various parties under British Officers 
proceeded on escort or reconnoitreing duties, and also to bring in 
supplies from the surrounding burnt villages. 


On the 10th January the Squadron at Kohat proceeded 
towards Tank in the Dera Ismail Khan District under orders 
from Brigadier General Godby, under Captain Watts. 


On the 16th instant the troop at Thull also proceeded towards 
Tank. 


On the 20th January Major Williams proceeding towards 
Hindostan on Remount and recruiting duty. Major Hammond and 
Lieutenant Gambier proceeded towards Kohat to join the Depdt 
there. 


On the 29th the column evacuated Khost and arrived at 
Hajir Pir on the 2nd. 


On the 10th February the wing under Major Stewart left for 
Kurram. 


During February, March, April and May the Regiment was 
employed in outpost and convoy duties between Thull and 
Alikheyl. 

On the 16th April Major Williams and Lieutenant Gambier 
rejoined from Kohat with a large draft of men and horses. 


On the 28th of April the Regiment paraded in front of the 
Cavalry Brigade (12 B. C. and 14th B. L.). 


Major General Roberts, v. c., c. B., Commanding the Kurram 
Field Force, presented Kot ‘Duffadar J hunda Sing, 6 Troop, with 
the 3rd class Order of Merit for gallantry in the fight at Matun on 
7th January. 


On this occasion Major General Roberts complimented the 
Regiment on the gallant way it had always behaved, and the good 
work done by it. 


Brigadier General C. J. Godby having inspected the wing 
under command of Captain Watts at Tank, expressed his great 
satisfaction and approval of its state of efficiency and with the 
discipline maintained by Captain Watts. 


16th May.—Major Ben Williams, Commandant, left Kurram 
en route for England on sick certificate, Major F. Hammond assumed 
command. 
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May 21st.—The Left Wing under command of Major Stewart 
marched to Alikheyl, took part in the Queen’s Birthday review, 
under Major-General Roberts, v. c., &c., and returned to Koorum 
on the 27th May. 

Lieutenant G. Pycroft proceeded from Kohat to the hills on 
medical certificate on 17th May. 

May 29th.—Major Stewart reported his departure towards 
Kohat to take over command of the Depdt, Captain Vousden 
assuming command, pending arrival of Major Hammond en route 
to join Head Quarters. 

May 31st.—Head Quarters Wing, under command of Captain 
Vousden, marched towards Thull under telegraphic instructionfrom 
D. Q. M. G., taking up the outposts of Mundoori, Chuppri, Gun- 
deour, Surazai. On same date the outpost at the Peiwar Canton- 
ment was relieved by detachment 12th Bengal Cavalry. 


June 6th.— Wing arrived at Thull. Major Hammond arrived 
on this day from Kohat and assumed command. 


June 5th.—The Wing under command of Captain Watts 
arrived at Kohat from Tank. 

The Regiment was now thus disposed :— 

Head Quarters and one wing—Thull. 
One Wing, Kohat. 

June 9th.—A strong reconnoitreing party of 150 sabres under 
command of Major Hammond proceeded at 9-30 p.m. on the 
direct road to Bunnoo along the banks of the Koorun, and re- 
turned at 10 a.m, next morning. 

June 11th.—Orders were received that Head Quarters and 
Wing 5th Punjab Cavalry at Thull will march to Kohat on relief by 
the lst Benga! Cavalry; and the following letter No. 360, dated 
10th June 1879, from Major General F’. Roberts, o. B., v. c., &e., to 
Military Secretary Government Punjab, was received and pub- 
lished :— 

‘‘ Instructions having been received for the withdrawal of 
the Wing 5th Punjab Cavalry from the Kuram Field Force it 
becomes my pleasing duty to bring to the notice of His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor of the Punjab the excellent service rendered 
by this gallant Regiment. 

“9. The advantages of previous Frontier experience enabled 
the 5th Punjab Cavalry to take the field in a state of thorough 
preparation as regards clothing and equipment, and the efficiency 
of both men and horses has been maintained amid the harassing 
duties of escorts and outposts in which the Regiment was con- 
stantly engaged during the earlier part of the campaign. 
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' 3, The. conduct of the Regiment in action on the 7th 
January was most distinguished; the brilliant and successful 
charge made by Major Stewart’s Troop and the pursuit: of a 
large body of the enemy into the hills by a dismounted squadron 
under Major Williams proved that the men could use carbine or 
sabres with equal dexterity and effect, and marked them as 
admirably suited for the requirements of hill warfare. 


4. The discipline and training of the 5th Punjab Cavalry are 
all that I could wish, and reflect great credit on Major Williams 
and the Officers of the Regiment.

June 17th.—Ressaldar Wallee Ahmed died of cholera at 
Kohat. The following Regiment order was published :—‘‘ The 
Officer Commanding has to-day heard with regret of the death 
this morning of Ressaldar Wallee Ahmed, Shazada-Sudduzai. He 
has always served with distinguished bravery, and in the last affair 
at Khost behaved most gallantly with the Troop under Major 
Stewart, against the enemy. His loss will be much felt by his 
officers and comrades.”’ 


July 3rd.—Captain Carr rejoined the Regiment from Officiat- 
ing D. A. Q. M. G. Kuram Field Force, in consequence of reduc- 
tions under D. O., dated 30th June 1879. 


_ 11th.—Major Hammond proceeded to Kohat to assume: com- 
mand of the Regiment, under instructions from Major General 
Commanding Kuram Field Force. 


12th.—In accordance with Field Force orders the Head 
Quarters and one Troop under command of Captain Carr, marched 
towards Kohat, escorting 25 Political prisoners, and. arrived:at 
that place on 16th instant. 


18th.—The 1st Squadron under Captain Vousden arrived this 
day at Kohat, and joined Head Quarters. 


From 16th July, outposts were established. on: the. Kohat- 
Thull Road as under :— 


Sherekote ; Ibrahimzai; Togh. 
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August 8th.—The following extract of a letter No. 8155 K. 
dated Simla 2nd July 1879, from the Secretary to the Government 
of India, Military Department, to the Secretary to Government 
Punjab, Military Department, was received and republished :— 


‘*T am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your docket 
No. 131 K. C., dated 20th June 1879, forwarding copy of a com- 
munication from General Roberts, commenting on the services 
rendered by the 5th Punjab Cavalry while on Field Service. 

2. In reply, I am to state for the information of His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor that the Government of India quite con- 
curs in the remarks made by General Roberts on the excellent sere 
vice, discipline and training of this corps, which reflects great credit 
on Major Williams and his officers. I am also to convey, for His 
Honor’s information, an expression of the appreciation of the 
Government of India of the very good service performed by this 
Regiment in the action of Matun on the 7th January.”

September.—The Regiment having been a little less than two 
months in cantonments early in September, the news of the disaster 
at the Residency in Kabul was received, and on 13th September 
Major Stewart, accompanied by Captain Carr, andin command of 
the Left Wing, marched towards Kuram under telegraphic in- 
stractions from Military Secretary Punjab Government. 

The men of the Regiment had now been recalled from fur- 
Jough 3 years running, as follows :— 

In 1877 on account of Political complications in Europe and the East, 
In 1878 on account of the Ist Afghan compaign. 
», 1879 » Of 2nd phase of do. 

All officers on privilege leave having rejoined immediately on 
the 16th September, Major Hammond took over command, and on 
the 18th September the Head Quarters and Right Wing, with 
the following British officers, viz :-— 

Major Hammond, Captain Vousden, Lieut. and Adjutant 
Ganbier, Lieut. Pycroft, Dr. Hancock,— 
marched under same instructions as above. 
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_” The Wing then accomplished the following marches :— 


September 18th—Kohat to Kwajju Khiddur ; 
» 19th—Kwajju Khiddur to Togh ; 
20th—Togh to Gundeonr ; 
‘ 21st—Morning—Gundeour to Thull; 
» 21st—Evening—~Thull to Chuppri ; 
s 22nd—Chuppri to Shinnak ; 
5 23rd—Shinnak to Ibrahimzaie ; 
‘3 24th—Ibrahimzaie to Kuram. 


On arrival at Kuram very stringent orders were received regarding 
baggage. very possible article of clothing or equipment that 
could be dispensed with was stored in the Fort. ‘The men were 
put four inatent. The only carriage supplied to the Regiment 


were 14 mules for the magazine. The greater part of the day © 


was spent in making those and other arrangements, and the 
Regiment resumed its march next morning: without a halt, as 
follows :— 


September 25th—Kuram to Torai; 
» + 26th—Torai to Ali Kheyl. 


The Head Quarters and Right Wing were joined at Alikheyl 
on this day by the Left Wing under Major Stewart, who 
also had arrived the same morning. The Left Wing had had - 
several difficulties to contend against on its march up to this 

int. At Kuram the small amount of carriage that the Wing 

d been provided with, had to be given up, and the Peiwar 
Kotal was crossed, the men dismounted and leading their horses 
with the Commissariat grain slung across the saddles. 


The Regiment being now complete, and having joined the 
Cavalry Brigade under Brigadier General Dunham Massy, orders 
for the advance next day of the whole Force then at Alikheyl 
under Major General Roberts, and destined to march on Kabul, 
were received. Part of this Force having a few days previous to 
this, under command of Brigadier General Bak er, advanced from 
Alikheyl to take up an entrenched position on the Shuturgurdun.

The Force that now marched under Major General. Roberts was | 


_ composed as follows :—

Head Quarters Cavalry Brigade and 1 Squadron 9th Lancers 
The 5th Punjab Cavalry ;

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The 5th P. C., therefore, without a halt, proceeded as fol- 
OWS :— 


27th.—From Alikheyl to Kasim Khey]l, at the foot of the 
Shuturgurdun pass. 


The Ist Squadron under Captain Vousden, withthe squadron 
9th Lancers, formed the advance. 


2nd Squadron under Major Stewart acted as Flankers to the 
baggage 9th Lancers and 5th P. C., and the 38rd Squadron under 
Captain Carr acted as Rear Guard. 


During this march, at about 11 a.m., Captain Vousden’s 
advanced parties gave notice of the approach of some enemy. 
The column halted, and it was ascertained that about 2,000 
Mangals and Ghilzais had assembled on either side of the ravine 
in the Hazardarakht defile. Some volleys were fired from the 
surrounding heights, shots falling amongst the group of officers, 
including General Roberts at the Head of the column. Captain 
Vousden’s charger was wounded. 


The height having been cleared by the Infantry, most ably 
assisted by a small party of 92 Highlanders sent out from Karati- 
ga asan Advanced Guard, the march was continued, and the Force 
arrived without further opposition at the camping ground. 


28th.—From Kasim Kheyl to Kushi. 


The Regiment resumed its march in same’ order as the day 
before, and crossed the Shuturgurdun pass. Supplies not being 
procurable, being without any transport, the men were dismounted 
and carried the Commissariat grain slung across their saddles. 


The Force arrived safely that evening at Kushi, and Major 
General Roberts expressed himself as extremely pleased with the 
5th P. C., which had marched continuously without a single halt, 
and under considerable difficulties, from Kohat to Kushi, in eleven 
days, and without a single horse being galled. 


On the day previous to the arrival of Major General Roberts’ 
Force, the Amir of Kabul, Yakub Khan, accompanied by General 
Daud Shah, Commander-in-chief, had come into our camp, and 
surrendered himself to Brigadier General Baker. 


The Regiment halted at Kushi on 29th, 30th September and |

| 3rd.—The Regiment was formed up with part of the Caval 
Brigade, and together with 4 guns R. H. A., and Squadron 9t 
Lancers, marched under Brigade General Massy to Zaidabad. 


4th.—There was a general halt this day owing to insufficiency 
of Transport, but 2 Squadrons 5th P. C. under command of 
Major Stewart and Captain Oarr respectively, paraded at 3-30 a. M. 
for the purpose of escorting 1,500 baggage animals back to 
Zerghunshahr. These 2 Squadrons returned to Zaidabad the same 
evening. 


5th. March of Force resumed to Charasia, orders for 5th 
P. C. as follows:— 


8rd Squadron under Captain Carr with Cavalry Brigade. 
lst ,, under Captain Vousden to act as Rear guard. 


2nd_ssy, under Major Stewart to remain halted and be 
attached to Brigade under command of Brigadier General Mac- 
pherson, ©. B,, V. 0. 


Considerable opposition was met with in crossing the baggage 
animals over the Logar river at Zaidabad. The bridge was 
unequal to the weight of Artillery and laden animals, several of 
the men’s loads fell into the river and were lost; on arrival at 
Charasia two reconnoitreing parties from the 5th P. C. were 
pushed forward towards the Sungi-i-Novishta Gorge, but they 
could not obtain any reliable information with regard to the 
expected opposition. 


N. B.— An erder was published to the effect that the 5th Punjab Cavalry were to be con- 
sidered Divisional Cavalry, and not remain attached to any particular Brigade. 


6th, Charasia.—On the 6th the Head Quarter under com- 
~ mand of Major Hammond, and Ist and 3rd Squadrons paraded at 
10 a.m. as escort for G/3 R.A. and proceeded to the Pass of 
Charasia where a body of 92nd Highlanders under command of 
Major White were advancing to the right attack. 
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The 2nd Squadron under Major Stewart was accompanying 
the 2nd Brigade under General Macpherson, c. B., V. 0., and 
marching from Zaidabad to Charasia. 

Theremainder of lst Brigade under Brigadier General Baker 
had moved out from Charasia to attack the enemy’s right and 
moved gradually forward taking hill after hill. 

Meanwhile Major Hammond in command of 2 Squadron oth 
P.C.,1 Troop 9 Lancers, 1 Troop of 12 Bengal Cavalry, was 
affording all possible support to the Infantry attack of Major White, 
92nd Highlanders, whotook avery difficult hill in most gallant style. 
After some further time Major White took a second detached hill, 
and wishing to force the enemy, Major Hammond, leaving the guns 
under escort of Troop 12 Bengal Cavalry, pressed forward to the 
mouth of the Pass with all the remaining cavalry. The enemy left 
their guns which were captured by the cavalry, retreated rapidly 
across a nallah of the Logar river unfordable for cavalry, and 
gained the hills on the further side of the Pass. A troop, oth 
Punjab Cavalry, was dismounted under the bank to keep down 
the enemy’s fire until a party 92nd Highlenders came up, on which 
the cavalry again mounted and pressed up the Pass for some dis- 
tance, but there was no cavalry ground, the Pass narrowed, and a 
small mud fort appeared which it was impossible to pass, so the 
cavalry were halted and the gorge held by a mixed guard of oth 
Punjab Cavalry and 23rd Pioneers. Meanwhile the whole of 
the position had fallen and a number of guns been taken. 

On return to camp at 11 p.m. General Roberts thanked and 
congratulated Major Hammond on the service performed by the 
Regiment. 

The casualties in 5th Punjab Cavalry were small during the 
action,—only one sowar being killed, and a few others wounded. 


7th.—T wosquadrons marched withthe Division to Beni-Shahr, 
and bivouached for the night. No tents were pitched—1 squadron 
remained behind under Brigadier General Macpherson. 


Sth.—At 9 a. M. orders were received for the Cavalry Brigade 
to mount at once, the 5th Punjab Cavalry forming up in rear of 
the 9th Lancers, the object being to cut off the retreat of any of the 
Afghan troops who might not yet have dispersed to their homes. 
In passing round the Sherepore cantonment, now seen for the 
first time, a Squadron under Major Stewart was sent in at one of 
the gateways. The place was found deserted, and nearly 100 
pieces of ordnance fell into our hands. The Brigade then moved 
on by the Asmai Heights, where the enemy, provided with some 
guns, were again collected, and took up a position in the Chardeh 
Valley, with a view to cutting off the enemy's direct line of retreat. 
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The Artillery and Infantry not arriving before dark the Regiment 
bivouached for the night in a village. Next morning it was 
ascertained that the enemy had abandoned their position, leaving 
their camp and some arms in our possession. 


9th. At early dawn the Cavalry Brigade mounted and 
started off in pursuit of the flying enemy. The enemy took. 
the road towards Argandi. The Brigade moved along the 
road in the following order, squadron 9th Lancers: 5th Punjab 
Cavalry, 12th Bengal Cavalry, 14th Bengal Lancers. A very © 
rapid pace was maintained, but the greater part of the enemy 
succeeded in making their escape, a few small parties being over- 
taken and cut up bya Troop of the 5th Punjab Cavalry. The 
pursuit was discontinued. During the day villages in the 
surrounding country were scoured but without much success. 
The Cavalry Brigade returned to camp outside Kabul, passing 
through the city on its way. It was estimated that from 40 to 
50 miles must have been passed over that day, nearly half that 
distance having been accomplished in the first part of the day at 
a fast trot and sometimes at a gallop. | 


10th.—The Regiment received orders to move off and encamp 
inside the Sherepore cantonment. They shifted camp that after- 
noon, and occupied the cantonment alone, taking charge of the 
captured guns. 


11th and 12th.—The Regiment was employed in detached 
parties searching the surrounding villages for arms and powder 
and sent in 531 stand of arms to the Bala Hissar. An enormous 
quantity of uniforms, and cavalry and artillery brass helmets 
were also taken. 


12th.—The whole force paraded at 11 a.m. and lined the 
main road leading to the Bala Hissar. The force was drawn up 
in double line facing inwards. The Horse Artillery fired a Royal 
salute, the colours were hoisted over the gateway, and the Troops 
presented arms. 


The Major-General and escort then entered the Bala Hissar, 
which now became occupied by the 67th and 5th Ghoorkhas. 


13th.—The Regiment paraded in review order with the Cavalry 
Brigade, and took up its position on the main road leading to the 
Kabul city. The triumphal entry through the city then took place. 
Major General Roberts and Staff escorted by the 9th Lancers and 
5th Punjab Cavalry paraded through the main streets. 


In Division orders of this day, the following was published :— 

‘¢ No. 1562.—The following Telegram dated 10th October 
1879, from the Viceroy and Governor General of India, to Major 
General IF’. 8. Roberts, K. 0. B., V. 0., 18 published for information. 
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“The Viceroy requests General Roberts to accept his cordial 
congratulations, and those of the Government, on the brilliant and 
important action of the 6th instant, and to convey to the gallant 
officers and men engaged at Charasia, the assurance of His Excel- 
lency’s high appreciation of the ability with whichthe action was 


directed, and the courage with which it was so successfully carried 
out.” 


‘‘ In publishing the above telegram from His Excellency the 
Viceroy, Major General Roberts desires to add his hearty congratu- 
lations to the Troops of the Kabul Field Force on the successful 
results of their recent operations, culminating in the occupation of 
the Bala Hissar and city of Kabul. 


‘With such Troops a Commander can do anything and go any- 
where. Success is certain. 


‘‘ The signal defeat of the Afghan Army and the rapid occupa- 
tion of the capital of the country are nevertheless exploits of which 
the Kabul Field Force may well be proud, and it is a great satisfac- 
tion and pride to Sir F. Roberts to know that he has under his 
command. Troops capable of such achievements.” 


In Division orders of the 14th October the following was 
published :— 


** No. 1570.—The Major General has much pleasure in publish- 
ing the following telegram of 10th October 1879, from the Chief 
of the Staff, Simla, to Major General Sir F. S. Roberts, Kabul. 


‘¢ Thea Commander-in-Chief has great satisfaction in communi- 
cating to you and the officers and soldiers under your command, 
the following gracious messege by command of the Queen-Empress ; 


‘* The Viceroy and Governor-General has the honor to request 
His Excellency the Commander-in-Chief to convey to General 
Sir F. Roberts and the troops engaged under his command, the 
expression of Her Majesty’s warm satisfaction with their noble 
conduct in the very successful and important action at Charasia 
which the Viceroy lost no time in reporting to Her Majesty. 


‘‘The Queen Hmpress desires to express to her gallant troops 
her sorrow for those of their comrades who fell in this action, and 
in the recent brilliant exploits at the Shutergurdun, and the 
Viceroy is also commanded to make known to His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, Her Majesty’s anxiety forfurtherinformation 
as to the condition of the wounded.” 


16th.—While an escort of the Regiment was conveying 
- gquantity of arms that had been taken out of the surrounding 

villages during the preceding days into the Bala Hissar, a terrific 
explosion occurred in the Magazine. Twenty tives, including that 
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of Captain Shafto, R. A., were lost by this accident, among which 
were 3 men and 3 horses 5th Punjab Cavalry, composing part of 
the escort, who were killed on the spot. Captain Carr’s charger was 
also blown over the battlements at the same time, that officer hav- 
ing fortunately dismounted a few moments previous to the explosion. 
17th.—Orders having been received for a force to pro- 
Sth Punjab Cavalry, sth eed to Kushi for the relief of the Shuter- 
Punjab Infantry, 4 Guns gurdun the Regiments, as per margin, under 
No. 2, Mountain Battery. = Gommand of Brigadier General Hugh Gough, 
0. B., v. 0., proceeded to carry out this duty. 


The three squadrons 5th Punjab Cavalry undertook the duties 
of advanced and rear guard and flankers to this body, and 
marched on this day to Charasia. 


18¢h.—March resumed to Zerghun Shahr. 
19th.— ,, , to Kushi and halt. 


20th.—1st squadron under Captain Watts carrying one day’s 
rations accompanied 5th Punjab Infantry and Mountain Battery 
towards Shutergurdun. 


21st.—2nd squadron under Lieutenant Pycroft proceded to 
Dobundi. 


24¢h.—38rd squadron under Captain Carr proceeded on escort 
duty to Zahidabad in two marches, returning in one march on the 
ord day. 


26th.— A squadron under Captain Vousden proceeded 
to the foot of the Shinkai Kotul as escort to a convoy proceeding 
to Kushi, and which he met at the Kotul. 


27th.—Major Ben Williams, commandant 5th Punjab 
Cavalry, reported his arrival from Europe at Kushi this day, bring- 
ing 100 sabres (furlough-men who had been unable to join pre- 
viously) with him, and took over command of the Regiment. 


28th.—3rd troop proceeded to Shinkai Kotul on convoy 
duty. 
30th.—Major Hammond. accompanied by Captain Vousden 


with the lst squadron proceeded in command of a convoy 
to Kabul. 


31st.—A —, as per margin, under command of 
rigadier General Gough, 0. B., v. 0., started 
Cavalry, Nov M Battery, from Kushi towards Kabul by a circuitous

antry. 


N. B.—The remaining squadrons 9th Lancers under command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Cleland arrived at Kushi on same date as Major Williams. 
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During this march the 5th Punjab: Cavalry performed the 
duties of advanced guard flankers, patrols &c., in conjunction 
with the 9th Lancers.

The Regiment furnished the outpost of Budkak from this date, 

being relieved by the 12th Bengal Cavalry on the 16th November. 


In D. O. No. 1773, dated 5th November, Major Stewart was 
appointed a member of the Military Commission for the trial of 
prisoners in Kabul. 


In Division orders of the 26th October the following. was 
published :—

pore cantonment, known as the “King’s Garden,” and lately 
occupied by Surdar Wullee Mahomed. Hutting in was commenced 
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inside the garden, and horses and ponies were loaded and brought in 
supplies of Bhusa for winter forage. The dismantling of the Bala 
Hissar for the winter quartering of Regiments was begun this day.

The 2nd Squadron under Major Stewart remained to go 

on with the winter quartering. The 5th Punjab Cavalry return- 

ed on the 28rd, but squadrons were employed for some days 
afterwards on escort duty, bringing in supplies from Maidan. 

General Baker remained with part of this Force for a few days 

longer, punished some refractory chiefs by burning their forts and 

villages, and returned on 1st December. 


27th.—Captain Watts returned to India with a convoy to 
take over charge of the Regimental Depédt at Kohat. 


80th.—Three parties under Captain Carr, Lieutenant 
Pycroft and Jemadar Jhunda Sing, proceeded for reconnoitre- 
ing purposes under instructions from the Cavalry Brigade office. 


December 1st.—Under private instructions received over 
night, Major Hammond proceeded at 5-15 a.m. in command of 2 
guns, 1 Squadron 9th Lancers and 1 Squadron 5th Punjab Caval- 


ry to escort the late Amir, Yakub Khan, towards India, the escort 
was relieved at successive stages. 


2nd.—The hutting having been partially effected, the 


Regiment removed inside the garden enclosure, known as the 
‘* Shah-i-Bagh.”’ 


8th.—Theentire Force in Kabul paraded on the ground north 
of the Bemaru Hill for inspection bythe Lieutenant General.

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Brigadier General Macpherson’s Force, marching on the 8th, 
moved westward by way of Argandi in order to meet the enemy 
and force him back on Maidan. 


Brigadier General Baker’s Force, marching out on 9th, pro- 
ceeded vid Charasia towards Maidan, so as to cut off the enemy’s 
retreat if defeated by General Macpherson’s Force. This arrange- 
ment was never effected. 


General Macpherson was forced to change the direction of 
his advance owing to unexpected bodies of the enemy being re- 
ported to the north-west. On the morning of the 11th the Horse 
Artillery;Guns, 9th Lancers etc., who had remained in Sherepore 
under Brigadier General Massy, advancing to place themselves 
in communication with General Macpherson, met with the enemy 
in great force while striking across country to cut off the Ghuzni 
Road, the engagement terminating in the loss of the two Horse 
=p Guns, and many casualties among officers and men 9th 

ancers. 


9th.—The 5th Punjab Cavalry under command of Brigadier 
General Baker with the Force as above, marched to Charasia, 
each man carried 40’ rounds. Alarm Posts were told off. 


The 3rd Troop only had remained behind in the Shah-i-Bagh 
under Major Hammond, in command of all details, with the object 
of completing the hutting of the Regiment. 


December 10th.—The march of the Force was resumed, and 
proceeded by a circuitous and difficult route, arriving when it was 
dark, and encamping for the night on some ground in the upper 
Maidan valley. 


11th.—The march was resumed towards Maidan. The force 
started early and soon found the enemy in considerable force 
occupying hills on either side of the Argandi road. Rear Guard 
and baggage were considerably harassed. 

On the advance guard reaching Argandi, the enemy were 
found in possession of both sides of the gorge through which the 
road runs into the Chardeh Valley, their position thus command- 
ing the road into Kabul. 

The enemy were dislodged and the force encamped at 
Argandi. 

In the meanwhile, on the news of the reverse to the 9th 
Lancers and loss of 2 guns under General Massy being received — 
in Sherepore, the detachment of the 5th Punjab Cavalry in the 
Shah-i-Bagh were ordered to bivouac at once inside Sherepore, 
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The Troop under Major Hammond escorted a fresh team of 
Royal Horse Artillery horses to Deh Mozung to bring in the 
recaptured guns and return. The Troop bivouached in Sherepore. 
The pickets on the Bala Hissar heights were attacked throughout 
the night. The Guide Corps marched into Sherepore on this day. 


During this day the casualties in the 3 commands were 
80 killed ; 44 wounded; 67 horses. 


12th.—Heliographic communication having failed to be estab- 
Nished it -was not until the morning of this day that our Force 
‘(General Baker’s) learnt that the enemy were threatening the city 
jh very great strength, and that the Force was to return to Shere- 
sag The Force ultimately arrived in Kabul, the Sth Punjab 
‘Cavalry covering the retirement. A perpetual rear guard action 
had been going on throughout the movement. 


The Regiment returned to the King’s Garden. 


During the retirement, Kote Daffadar Gurmukh Sing was 
killed. He was a most promising Non-Commisioned Officer and a 
great loss to the Regiment. 

The 1st Troop under Captain Vousden remained attached 
to General Macpherson’s Brigade for the night. 


13th. The Regiment moved out with General Baker’s force*

160 bth Punjab Infantry. anneared (after the successful attack on the 
Beni Shahr height) at the Siah Sing, and Major Stewart was sent 
across with one Squadron to check them. Their numbers, 
however, were so great that it was impossible to attack, so dis- 
mounted fire was brought to bear on them. Major Hammond 
moved the rest of the Regiment across the ‘jheel” to his 
assistance, and Major Williams joined them. In the meanwhile 
part of the cavalry under General Massy issued from Sherepore 
and proceeded in the direction of the Siah Sing heights. 1 
Squadron 9th Lancers effected a brilliant charge on a body of 
Kohistanis ; the 5th Punjab Cavalry arriving a moment afterwards 
came On in support ashort distance in rear, but without being able 
to inflict any serious dsmage on the enemy, the ground soon 
betoming broken and impracticable for cavalry. It was on this 
ootasion that Captain Butson, in command of the Squadron 9th 
Lancers, was killed and Captain Chisholm was wounded. 
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The Regiment returned in the evening to the Shahi-Bagh 
for the last time. During this day Major Stewart’s charger was 
killed, 4 men killed, 5 horses. 


Captain Vousden with 1st Troop rejoined Head Quarters in 
the evening. 


Kote Daffadar Shadil Khan (8rd class Order of Merit) was 
recommended for 2nd class Order of Merit for distinguished 
gallantry with Major Stewart’s Squadron on this day. 


14th.—During the early part of this day whilst the general 
action on the Asmai heights was raging, the Sth Punjab 
Cavalry remained unemployed in the garden, but after the 
reverse on the Asmai heights the regiment was ordered to 
withdraw into Sherpore and abandon the garden and quarters. 
During the day, when the Kohistanis were driven from Asmai, 
Captain Vousden and Troop were ordered out and attacked the 
enemy close to the deserted village of Mahamud Khan. He dashed 
on quickly followed by a few men, the rest not having time to 
come up. On passing the village he was received by a heavy fire 
from the walls, but pushing forward he charged the enemy 
with the greatest gallantry and killed a great number of them. 
It was a most conspicuous deed, and he was well backed up by Ris- 
saldar Amir Aly Shah and 10 menwith him. Captain Vousden 
has been recommended for the Victoria Cross and the men with 
him for Order of Merit. 


| Rissaldar Amir Ali Shah wounded, Jemadar Jhunda Sing,

14th.—The whole Force being now within the walls of 
Sherpore, each regiment was told off for night picket duties in 
various parts of the enclosures. 


These night duties were continued without intermission until 
the 23rd December. 


_  1dth.—The 5th Punjab Cavalry and 9th Lancers under 
Command of Major Williams, proceeded to reconnoitre in the 
vicinity of Sherpore. 

16th.—38rd Troop reconnoitred towards Siah Sing under 
Lieutenant Pycroft. 


Ist Troop under Major Hammond proceeded later for the 
‘same purpose. 
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Disposition of Regiment at night :— 


Ist Troop dismounted under Lieutenant Pycroft night picket 
on the bastion over the 72nd Gate. 


2nd Troop under Captain Vousden on the Bemaru Height east 
of Gorge, under General Gough. 


2nd and 38rd Squadrons Reserve mounted night picket under 
General Baker. 


17th.—2nd and 38rd Squadrons with Head Quarters 9th 
Lancers under Command of Major Williams patrolled the 
ground in front of the Bemaru Hili passing through the Gorge and 
circling round to the 72nd Gate. 


1st Troop remained for duty on the Bastion. 
Major Stewart patrolled to Siah Sing with 2nd Troop. 


On the sounding of the alarm at 11-80 a.m, the 2nd and 3rd 
Squadrons, with Head Quarters 9th Lancers, and 3 Guns G/8, 
the whole under Command of Major Williams, proceeded through 
the Gorge, the Artillery shelling the Siah Sing Range. 


Captain Vousden afterwards reconnoitred towards Siah Sing, 
the Force returned in the afternoon. 


The dispositions for night picket, same as preceding. 


18th.—Major Hammond in Command of 8rd Squadron and 
1 Troop 9th Lancers proceeded through the Gorge and recon- 
noitred to the left. 


Captain Carr, with 1 Troop, reconnoitred towards Budkak. 
At 4-30 p.m. the Left Wing with 14 Squadrons 9th Lancers and 
1 Squadron 12th Bengal Cavalry, the whole under command of 
Major Williams, proceeded in search of the enemy towards the 
north-east of cantonments returning at dark. 


Night pickets same as for previous night. 


19th.—1st Troop under Major Stewart patrolled round 
the left of the Bemaru Hill. 


Two Squadrons under Major Wilhams proceeded to the 
north-east cornor of cantonment and joined the action under 
General Baker. The object of these sorties was with a view to des- 
troying villages or buildings in the immediate vicinity of Sherpore 
or to drive off any particular body of the enemy causing especial 
annoyance. 

Throughout the period that the British Force was confined 
within the walls of Sherpore, 1.e., from the 14th to the 23rd 
December, our Artillery were constantly at work on the bastions, 


shelling or attempting to blow in the walls of surrounding fortified 
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villages, and during the whole of this time sharp-shooters were 
employed on the walls picking off any of the enemy who might be 
lurking in the vicinity and who kept up a ceaseless dropping 
musketry fire into Sherpore. These accidental shots caused con- 
siderable annoyance, and some loss of life, many horses and bag- 
gage animals being also struck. 


Regimental night duties, same as usual. 


20th, 21st and 22nd.—Nothing unusual occurred during 
these three days. Patrols and night pickets as before, and the 
whole Force constantly cn the alert for the grand Afghan attack 
which was known to be in contemplation. 


23rd.—Shortly before daybreak the signal fire on the Asmai 
heights lighted by the fanatic Mulla Mushki-Alam, announced 
the beginning of the assault. 


The Afghans attempted to approach with scaling ladders, 
but a terrific fire from the walls of Sherepore frustrated each effort. 


At 10a. m., finding it impossible to dislodge the enemy by 
fire from the walls, General Roberts determined to attack in 
flank, and for this purpose 4 guns of G/3 R. A. and the 5th Punjab 
Cavalry moved out through the Gorge in the Bemaru Range. 
As the Regiment filed out a heavy fire was brought to bearon them, 
most of the shots, however, passing over the heads of the men and 
falling amongst a party of the 92nd Highlanders stationed as a 
picket inside the Gorge. As this force filed out into the open 
beyond, the Afghans began to waver, and stream out across the 
plain in the direction of the Kohistan Gorge. A Troop under 
Major Hammond with Lieutenant Pycroft had been detached 
after a body of men observed to be moving across the lake. The 
Troops followed across the head of the lake, and charged them 
close under the hills. At the same time the Regiment under 
Major Williams advanced straight over the plain, and after a long 
gallop charged into a body of the enemy close up to the edge of 
the lake. 


Considerable loss was inflicted on the enemy. After the 
charge the Regiment remained for some time on the plain facing 
the Kohistan Gorge, through which masses of the enemy were 
to be seen streaming in the utmost confusion and disorder. 


At 3 p.m. the Regiment was moved to the Siah Sing heights, 
and joined a squadron of the 9th Lancers. Some of the retreating 
enemy were fouud running along the crest, the 9th Lancers follow- 
ed by 5th Punjab Cavalry galloped after them, but little loss was 
inflicted owing to their running down the sides of the hill. The 
Regiment than took up a position near some villages to the south 
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that were about to be blown up. It was on this occasion that 
Captain Dundas, v.c., B.¥., and his subaltern Lieutenant Nugent, 
with some Sappers, were blown up, owing to the premature explo- 
sion of one of their mines, the mud and stones hurled into the air 
showering down on the men and horses of the Regiment. Towards 
the evening, as the Regiment was marching back to Sherepore, a 
party of the enemy who had managed to escape detection hitherto, 
managed to creep up a ravine, and from the top of Siah Sing 
opened a heavy fire upon the Regiment, causing some loss. 
Lieutenant Gambier, Adjutant of the Regiment, was severely 
wounded on this occasion.

24th.—The Cavalry Brigade moved out in pursuit of the 
flying enemy, but owing to a very severe snowstorm were unable 
to effect their purpose, and returned at nightfall to Sherepore.

Their losses from first to last were 
considerable, not less than 3,000 having been killed or wounded.”

January 1st.—Lieutenant-Colonel Ben. Williams proceeded to 
India on Remount duty ; Major Hammond took over command. 

18th.—Resaldar Golab Singh, Sirdar Bahadur, died this day 
in Sherepore of Pneumonia. The whole regiment attended his 
funeral. 

This brave and distinguished Native Officer served in the 
Sikh Contingent during first Kabul Campaign of 1838; served 
with oth Punjab Cavalry from 1849; with his squadron was pre- 
sent at siege of Delhi, relief and capture of Lucknow ; at the 
Bozdar expedition in 1857; and commanded a troop at the Tank 
affair in 1860; present at Cavalry action in Khost 1878. A long 
and most honorable service, men and officers equally felt and 
deplored his death. 

His decorations were—

Indian Medal, N. W. F. Clasp. 
Captain Watts rejoined from depét in India, 29th.

‘*2. Sir F. Haines desires me to congratulate you and the 
Troops under your command for the ability and gallantry with 
which the operations from the 11th to 23rd December against over- 
whelming numbers have been carried out from first to last, and 
I am to request that you will communicate His Excellency’s senti- 
ments to the Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers and men of your 
force. 
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*¢3. The condition in which you were placed owing todefective 
information as to the extent of combination against you, in having 
your force scattered in various directions, was most serious, and 
His Excellency considers that very great credit is due to you for 
the ability with which you extricated yourself from such a diffi- 
cult position and concentrated your Troops in the cantonment of 
Sherepore. 


‘* In the operations you were well and gallantly seconded by all 
ranks. 


‘*4, Sir F. Haines can quite understand the reluctance with 
which you surrendered the Bala Hassar and the city of Kabul to 
the enemy, but His Excellency is fully satisfied that the decision 
come to by you was, under the circumstances, the right one. The 
subsequent defence of the cantonments and the final dispersion of 
the enemy, were most satisfactory. 


“5. The Commander-in-Chief hasread with pride yourreports 
of the acts of valor and devotion performed by individuals, and 
Sir F. Haines will take care that your recommendations regarding 
those whom you believe to have most distinguished themselves 
receive his fullest consideration and support. 


**6, His Excellency deplores incommon with the whole Force 
the loss of so many gallant officers and men, British and native, 
among whom the following appear to be most prominent.

‘The deeds of such men remain for ever in the memory of the 
Army, which, while deeply mourning their loss, dwells with pride 
on the noble example of devotion they have set. 


«7, In conclusion lam tostate that Sir F. Haines quite concurs 
with you in the reasons through which you originally decided on 
the occupation of the Sherepore Cantonment in preference to the 
Bala Hassar, and he further agrees that you acted quite rightly, 
under the circumstances, in not destroying the villages, though 
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their destruction, so as to make a clear space round the canton- 
ments, was a military precaution desirable. Your policy in endeav- 
ouring to render the British occupation of Kabul as little irksome 
as possible to the inhabitants, was in His Excellency’s opinion per- 
fectly correct, notwithstanding that carrying this out you left 
standing villages and walled enclosures from which considerable 


trouble resulted during the subsequent defence of the canton- 
ments.” 


Note.—The number of simple deaths recorded in the preced- 
ing summary of casualties were in almost every instance due to 
Pneumonia. The soil of the Sherepore cantonment was very 
damp, water being not more than a foot or two below the surface ; 
the cold being intense. The European Troops suffered equally 
with the native. At one time during the siege of Sherepore, out 
of a total of about 5000 Troops at General Roberts’ disposal, over 
1500 were unfit for duty either through wounds or sickness. The 
thermometer in January on the inner wall of the enclosure at the 
back of the 5th Punjab Cavalry Mess used to register in the 
morning about 4° or 5° above zero Fahrenheit, or 27° of frost. 


After the siege was over the officers of the Division used to skate 
on the lake. 


Extract from Dispatches of Lientenant-General Sir F. Roberts, K.c. B., 0. 1.E., V. GC, 
Commanding Eastern Afghanistan, Cabul, 23rd January 1880. 
Para. 45. On the march the little column was skilfully 
protected and covered by 5th Punjab Cavalry, who, under com- 


mand of Lieutenant-Colonel B. Williams, missed no opportunity of 
inflicting loss on the enemy. 


Para. 51. The 5th Punjab Cavalry again distinguished 
themselvesunder Lieutenant-Colonel Williams, Majors F. Hammond 
and J. C. Stewart both leading successful charges. 


Para. 61. <A party of 5th Punjab Cavalry under Captain 
Vousden met with better success. This regiment was quartered 
at the King’s Garden about one-third of the way between Sherpur 
and the city, and I had in the morning sent orders to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Williams to look out for any enemy that might pass in that 

direction. About 1 p. m. some 300 or 400 were observed moving 
along the left bank of the river, and Captain Vousden, who with 
one troop was out on reconnaisance, most gallantly charged 
into the middle of them, and notwithstanding that only 12 of his 
men were able to follow him, 6 of whom were wounded (the remain- 
der being stopped by a heavy fire which was opened on them from 
behind some low walls) he succeeded in dispersing the enemy and 
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in inflicting severe loss on them, killing 5 men with his own hand. 
It wasa most dashing little affair, and reflects great credit on 
Captain Vousden. 


February 21st.—The Native Cavalry Brigade having been 
relieved, the 5th Punjab Cavalry marched towards India. Lieut.- 
Genl. Sir F. Roberts, kK. 0. B., v.c., came to see the regiment 
start, accompanied by the Chief of the staff, General Macpherson, 
General Baker, and General Massy, and rode out about two miles 
with the regiment, paying it a most marked honour.

16th July.—Major Carr, in Command of 108 sabres and ac- 
companied by Lieutenant Gambier and Dr. Hancock, miurched dur- 
ing the night to Khurrak with Mr. Udny, Deputy Commissioner, 
for the purpose of arresting the Malik. The march was a most 
severe one, the heat intense, much aggravated by the want of water. 
The party arrived before the village by daybreak; effected their 
purpose, and returned to Latummar, arriving about 1 o’clock in the 
day. The Brigadier-General expressed himself much pleased at 
the spirit shewn and at the manner the duty was performed. 


The Lieutenant-Governor Punjab specially thanked Major 
Carr and the officers with him for the manner in which they per- 
formed this duty.

No. 789.—1. Corps composing the Zhob Valley Field Force 
being about to separate, the Brigadier-General Commanding 
desires to place on record his appreciation of their services. 


2. The Agent tothe Governor-General, Beluchistan, has in- 
formed Sir O. V. Tanner, x. c. B., that the objects of the expedition 
have been satisfactorily obtained, and besides which a new country 
and new roads from Quetta to Afghanistan have been explored, 
and upwards of 6,000 square miles of country have been surveyed. 
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3. These careful results have been obtained without much 
fighting, with a great deal of marching and some hardships. 


4, The conduct and spirit of the troops throughout has been 
most excellent. There has been a marked absence of crime both 
amongst European and Native troops ; hardly a complaint has been 
made by the people of the country againt any one, unless they 
insisted on opposing. 

5. The thanks of the Brigadier-General Commanding are 
due to all Officers Commanding for the able assistance and support 
they have at all times given him. The Brigadier-General cannot 
close this record without noticing the very valuable work that 
has been done during the operations by the cavalry under Com- 
mand of Colonel Barnes, viz :—
